Placards warning that pol¬ 
lution of mountain streams and 
lakes Is against the law are 
being posted this week by the

Many homes and resorts use 
water from these streams, 
hence it is imperative that they 
be kept free from pollution, 
the health officer said. Only in 
designated areas is swimming, 
wading or bathing in streams 
and lakes permitted, and per¬ 
sons found violating County, 
State or U. S. Forestry regula¬ 
tions will be prosecuted. 

The same health and sanita¬ 
tion regulations apply to dump¬ 
ing rubbish in canyons and 
along the highways.

Program Continues 
For Young Patients 

Continuation of an occupa¬ 
tional therapy program for 
young rheumatic fever pati¬ 
ents through the next six 
months was revealed today by 
the heart division of the Los 
Angeles County Tuberculosis 
and Health Association, which 
is supervising the demonstra¬ 
tion. 

Funds for the project will 
come from the Phi Sigma Sig¬ 
ma sorority, through the local 
chapters, and the A. M., Rob¬ 
erts Memorial Fund, establish¬ 
ed in honor of the late Dr. 
A. M. Roberts, local heart spe¬ 
cialist who died last year. 

Originally e s t a b lished in 
January as a six-month demon¬ 
stration, the program has as¬ 
sisted a total of 39 young pa¬ 
tients, with 30 now receiving 
occupational therapy services. 
Patients are referred from 
cardiac and children’s clinics, 
and are given a prescribed 
course of mental and physical 
activity recommended by the 
physician in charge and de¬ 
signed to speed recovery.
